The writer 
claims that in nearly every country where 
diaooatant ii rif* among tha ma m i lass at- 
ttalion ia baing'paki to tha wagsa qnsation 
than fonnarly, aad mora inquiry ia baing 
made ia ragard to the relation ot tba paopla 
to the land. The land question, in fact, la 
now "the constant factor" in the labor agi- , 
tution of thu world, whatever local varia- 
tion there may be as to additional demandiL 

Tha KiliihaU in tbair original platform 
aiaka tha MtocaUoa of ttaa old Sola voaio qra* 
tomof community in land a l oadi n g d a Bta nd . 
They left it in obeyanoe for a tima bvl an 
now vigorously rushing it to tha front agate 
an<l the writer declares that much of tba 
apparent (piiesenoe of Nihilism lately is ox- 
plainiHl by the fact that the active members 
of the party are devoting their energiea 
chiefly to arousing in the masses a deter- 
mination to strike a blow at tha proper tima 
for tbe restoration of tha mir, and the abo- 
lition of the onerous tax imposed up n the 
village communities by and since the eman- 
cipation ukase of AleKandar III, in IWl. 
Tbe leaders have become convinced that to 
slay a czar now and then will do no good 
unless the people are educated up to a capac- 
ity of local self-government such as the 
mir formerly ropreaented. They are there- 
fore postponing csar killing till a more en- 
lightened season. They ragard tba azlating 
mir as in no sense represantatlTa ot what 
was formerly so -called. 

The writer alleges that aini^mg tbe German 
Socialists the theory that much distress ia 
due to the fact that the paopla'a rights ia 
the land have been usurped ia aastxming im- 
jxirtanoe. The action of tba trades congress 
a few days ago in demanding a tax on land 
which would finally result in tbe people 
owning it, seems to justify the author's 
statement of the growth of this idea. Ha 
Uodes to the prominence of the land ques- 
tion in Ireland and to the agrarian agitation 
among the Crofters of the Scottish Isles, 
but singularly enough does not give these 
the importaiK-e which be ascribes to tbe 
Russian and (ierman movements above re- 
ferred to. Hu says the Irish movement ia 
not toward community of laud ownership, 
and is therefore not a revival, but a new 
idea with historic sanction. He attributea 
great importAncu to the movement in Amer- 
ioa. The great fault of previous schemes of 
iXMnmon land ownership, he says, is availed 
by tha sjrsteiu of taxation up to rental value 
proposed by the American agitatora It is 
practically the same plan advocated by the 
English thinker, Herbert Spenoar, and is 
probably tbe only point the gnat Conserva- 
liva philosopher is hi agreemant with tba 
aoeial rsf ormara of tba Damooratio aohooL 

The King of Holland Dying. 

BnrssELS, Sept. !3.— The death of the 
king of Holland is expected now at almost 
any time. His recovery is given up by his 
physicians. The heir to the throne is Prin- 
cess Wilhelmine Heieye, only seven years 
old. To have the right to wear the crown, 
the princess, when she arrives at maturity, 
must marry a person approved by the Dutch 
states general. During her minority C^ueen 
Eoima will govern, with the assistance of a 
council of regents. According to the Hallo 
law the princess as heir to the throne of 
Holland will have to give up any claim to 
the grand ducal throne of Luxemlierg to the 
prince of Nassau next in line of succession 
to bar. Any dispute as to the title to Lu xem- 
barg miKht give a distinct opportunity to 
annex this lower country to thirmany, at 
least this is feared in Holland, and threats 
have been made to destroy the dikes if there 
ahould be any attempt to dismember Hoi- 
land by
